Thousands Were Fresent at 
Arlington Cemetery

Washington, June 3.—Several  thon- 
sand persons today visited the national 
cemetery at Arlington, where with music 
and oratory, tribute was paid to. the 
confederate soldiers, whose bodies lie at 
rest beside the soldiers of the north. 
The exercises were held in tne confeder- 
ate section of the cemetery, where lie] 
267 confederates who died in hospitals 
and prisons in the vicinity of Washing- 
ton, and whose bodies were placed there 
through the act of the. late President 
McKinley. The services were under the 
auspices of the Confederate Veteragos 
Association of Washington, the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy and the South- 
ern Relief Soctety. 

Music was furnished by the Thirtieth 
cavalry band. Addresses were. made by 
Representative John Sharp Williams, of 
Mississippi, and Hilary <A. Herber., 
former secretary of the navy. <A feat- 
vre of the exercises was the unvailing of 
the floral “‘Southern -Cross’’ by Miss 
Gould. It was the gift of 
A. J. McLaurin Camp, No. 305, Unitad 
Confederate Veterans of the District cf 
Columbia. An immense floral wreath, on 
which wasinscribed the word ‘*Frater-

Reports for the week under review tell 
of very general improvement. General 
rains have benefited those sctions which 
‘complained of drouth, have favored the 
advancement of the old and the coming 
up of the replanted cotton, but except 4in 
a few sections there rains have not been 
heavy or prolonged, and have not inter- 
ferred with cultivation. There are some 
reports which may quite properly be 
classed as brilliant, though the unusually 
fine ones are in part offset by a few lo- 
Calities, which are behind the general 
average of advancement. 


Too Much Rain. 


of northwestern and central 
complain or excessive rains 
and hail at a few places in this area 
is reported. Other sections of the state 
are very promising. Some complaints of 
rain come from the lowlands of Arkan- 
sas, and a few points in this state have 
had hardly enough rain, but the Arkan- 
sas reports as a whole show marked im- 
provement over those of last week. West 
Tennessee has been much fmproved by 
rains. Those sections of northern Alahba- 
ma which were damage@ by the frosts 
report a more hopeful cutiook. In some 
places the stands are yet poor, but all 
cotton is making good growth. 

Over the area reported upon it fs usual 
for correspondents to report that the 
plant is making progress, and while 
some unfavorable influences are detailed, 
‘they state that the plant is healthy. 
Early in the week there were a few coo! 
nights, which were favorable to lice, but 
the close of, the week found the tem- 
perature higher ahd the lice disappearing. 


The Picayune’s Report. 

New Orleans, June 3.—The Ptcayune’a 
correspondents in the cotton belt report 
that there has been good progress made 
by the cotton crop during the past week 
Rain has been comparatively Neht, but 
sufficient except In a few instances, and 
all crops, but particularly cotton, 
heen benefitted. 


Portions 


were unpromising last year. The. stand 
is good, and the plants are growing vir- 
orously. Although slightly behind the 
average date in tha matter of growth, 
the cotton flelds are said to be uncom- 
monly clean’ and well cultivated.
